The Foreign Office i6 very' much 00 no e rued about the Raoul Wallenberg case 
and has dons a tremendous amount of work to obtain information about this 
mie sing Swede who at the t imo of hio dieappoaxanoe possessed diplomatic states. 
Of necessity & largo portion of this work has been done without publicity and 
under olasslfied oireuxaatonoo. However, public opinion in the p**t, as 
expressed in several of the leading papers, has implied that the Foreign Office 
baa not done all that it might to secure the release of Wallenberg. The 
Foreign Office has been somewhat frustrated in not being able to answer this 
exit io ism without jeopardising the cork it wus actually doing. Considerable 
pressure has been exerted on tho Foreign Office to publish all of the material 
in its posseaaion concerning Wallonberg. So far the Fore i gn Office has been 
hesitant to do this because much of tho material has been obtained froa 
forei^ sources and, furthermore, it does not want to establish any sort of 
precedent. Feeling is co hi *h in official Swedish circles over this oaae, 
however, that if eoao sort of satisfactory reply is not received soon flran the 
USSR tho Foreijyi Office will approve tho publication of u report which will 
illustrate the intransi vance of tho Soviet Government Id following up leads 
supplied by the Swedish Gov animunti
